EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 

with Ira J. Schultz on 7/8/09. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 19, line 17, after "the second elements" insert --within the 

decompressed chamber--. 

In claim 19, line 19, "after" has been replaced with --resulting from--. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose applying further ultrasound to the welded conductors within the 
decompressed chamber, and measuring a characteristic magnitude of the chamber 
resulting from said applying further ultrasound to determine weld quality. Wagenbach et 
al. (DE 44298684 A1) discloses measuring characteristic magnitude of the chamber 
after welding, but does not disclose decompressing the chamber and then applying 
ultrasound as claimed. Patrikios et al. (US 6070777) discloses measuring compression 
weld zone size by measuring height/width of the chamber, but also fails to disclose 
decompressing the chamber and then applying ultrasound as claimed. Patrikios merely 
calculates the ultrasonic weld parameters (energy, amplitude, pressure) based on the

weld zone size. Deutsch (US 3410983) teaches determining the quality of the weld by 
applying second pulses of ultrasonic energy to the workpiece after welding. However, 
the ultrasonic test method of Deutsch does not relate to any magnitude of the 
decompressed chamber. Moreover, no suggestion/motivation was found for one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to apply further ultrasound as claimed 
since further ultrasound after welding tends to weaken the strength of the weld. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
